It was pointed out today that Secretary Lan- 
sing's note presenting the demands sought to open new discussion 


of the Carrizal incident. The fact that the men were captured and 
roe being held was viewed as a. hostile fact, requiring 
immediate 


repudiation by the defacto government through release of 
the 


prisoners. 


Mr. Eodgers' statement that Caranza officials appeared to be 


conducting an inquiry into the Carrizal

was interpreted 


here as indicating rather that the reply would support previous as- 
sertions that American troops were responsible than that a change 


3f attitude was to be expected.

While it will not affect the general policy of the government, a.

with interest.

Mr. Arredondo has informed Gen- 


eral Oarranza of the determined sentiment in the United States de- 
manding the release of the American troopers but has had no re-

Washington, D. C., June 28.—This was regarded by Washing-

It was probably the last day allowed General Carranza in

:y act or in a communication, does not arrive by night or if it is 
unsatisfactory, President Wilson is determined to go before con- 
fess, probably tomorrow, and ask authority to rescue the prison- 
ers by force.

had not and the defense objected 
to his testimony ns on expert. The 
objections were 
not sustained. 


The physician held that a sharp 
clean cut could be produced by 


a club and he had considerable 
experience with cases of this na- 
ture. - 


"You could not tell the differ- 


ence," declared the witness, "be- 
tween a wound or cut made by a 
razor and one made "by a police- 
man's billy." 


Dr. George W. Chabot testified 


that he had 
attended the post 


mortem over the head of the dead 
woman and had made a thorough 
examination of the wounds. He 
corroborated the description fur- 
nished 'by Dr. Micklethwait. 


"Could the fracture of the jaw 


been produced by the effects ol 
the shot gun 


"It hadn't anything to do with 


the lower jaw. It is mobile, mov- 
able and there is too much action 
for it to be effective.' 


"Could she have fallen," asked 


Attorney Punk, "against the 'bed 
and broken her jaw?" 


"She could. Yes, sir." 
Dr. J. R. Hillings corroborated 


the statements of the physicians 
that preceded him concerning the 
nature of the wounds, which he 
said he examined at the TIartman 
mortuary on the day of the death 
of the woman. He said the lacer- 
ation on the top of the head had 
the appearance of a clean cut. 


On being asked on cross exam- 


ination concerning the action of 
the contents of a shot gun on the 
head, he said: "I have read that 
when the charge from a shot gun 
is transmitted, the contents will 
take the form of a liquid content 
and the force is' transmitted in 
every direction arid would cause 
the opening of the skull." 


When questioned as to the cause 


of the incision, he said that in his 
opinion it could not have been 
produced 'by a shot gun. 


Dr. J. W. Daehler was recalled 


and asked what caused the- death 
of Mrs. Jordan. He 'said that he 
had found that she had met" her 
death by wounds produced by a 
shotgun. 


"At first," said Dr. Daehler "it 


struck me at the time that it 
might have been done with an 
axe, for the whole half of the skull 
was split open and 
half of the 


brains was gone. Some were ly- 
ing on the floor, some 
on 
her 


apron and on the 
ceiling and 


walls. 
Later I examined a part 


of the brain which was in the next 
room and I found a small shot 
gun wad and two shot. I then 
came to the conclusion that it was 
done, with a shot gun.'' 


"Now, Dr. Daehler," said At- 


torney Funk, on cross examina- 
tion, "I -believe I met you not 
long ago and you told me that 
the wounds, all of jthem, would 
hai e been produced by the effects 
of a shot gun; did you not?" 


"Yes, I believe I did."

Thomas Hartman, undertaker,
